The independent claims 1 , 8 and all dependent claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record. 

The closest reference Wan (US Patent Number 5,704,026), 
Kanamori et al. (US Patent Number 5,504,821), Shimazawa (US 
2003/0099394), Horie et al. (US Patent Number 6,480,624) and Takahata 
et al. ( US 2002/0033957 A1) in combination discloses methods for 
producing the color code for representing a color of the pixel according to 
the basic color component data of the pixel and predetermined color 
classification table. However, none of them either by itself or by 
combination teaches method of producing the color code by the 
combination of the applicant's particular using a isosceles right triangle 
plane for color area dividing to produce desired color code.
